Drawings

likewise, be labeled accordingly. Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Applicant fails to clearly define what is meant by "inertia prone." The Specification, as 
filed, only recites one passage, Pg. 1, Lines 11-12, with respect to a ". . . notable 
inertia." This citation lacks sufficient description for the disclosed and claimed invention. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. Applicant does not sufficiently define "inertia prone" in the disclosure for 
purposes of Examination. Please see 1 1 2 1 st Rejection above for further explanation. 
The Examiner has determined that the general term "compensation" recited in the 
reference Suzuki, et al. (6,833,886 B2) reads upon the claimed invention and therefore 
Claim 1 is anticipated by Suzuki. 

4. Claim 1 recites limitation "the video signals" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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1 . Claims 1-7 (as best understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Suzuki, et al. (6,833,886 B2). Suzuki discloses an LCD control circuit for 
said compensation comprising: "a display drive generation unit. . ." that functions by 
producing display drive data "from a current frame . . . and a previous frame image 
data, . . . including a conversion table that stores the display drive data or correction 
values . . ." Claim 1 . Also disclosed is "Input image data Fi" and ... a display drive 
generation unit [that] generates display drive data Fo . . . " Suzuki, Col 4, Ln 10-21 . 
These variables correspond to the "video signals as a first input variable" and "a 

state variable as an output variable" in the instant application. 

2. With respect to Claim 2, the "Table" (which stores the correction "function") is 
taught in Column 6, Lines 35-6 as well as Figure 5. 

3. With respect to Claim 3, a system as claimed in claim 1 characterized in that the 
corrected video signals are the first input variable of the model (Suzuki, Col 4, Ln 15- 
17). 

4. With respect to Claim 4, a system as claimed in claim 1 characterized in that the 
incoming video signals are the first input variable and in that the model (Column 5, Line 
15-23). 

5. With respect to Claim 5, a system as claimed in claim 1 characterized in that the 
model and the table for deriving the correcting value are combined in a common table 
(Column 6, Lines 35-36 and Figure 5, and is defined as a "differential value conversion 
table" in the Reference). 
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6. With respect to Claim 6, a system as claimed in claim 5 characterized in that the 
common table furthermore contains an addition of the incoming video signals and the 
correcting value (Column 5, Lines 19-23). 

7. With respect to Claim7, a system as claimed in any one of the claim 1 , characterized 
in that interpolation nodes of the input and output variables are stored in the model and 
in that means are provided for interpolating between the interpolation nodes (Column 9, 
Lines 27-39).
